Men in Kanawha Coal Fields Agree to 


Resume Work. 


An agreement that will end the 


strike of about 5000 men in the Kana- 
wha coal fields of West Virginia, 
was reached Thursday when repre- 
sentatives of the operators and mine 
workers accepted propositions offered 
the conciliators 
appointed by Sec- 


retary of Labor Wilson. 


The principal demand of the men 


was for the adoption of the "ckeck- 
off" system, by-which their union dues 
will be deducted from their pay en- 
velopes each month by the companies 
and to this the representatives of the 
Kanawha Coal Operators' association 
agreed, with the understanding that 
not more than $1.10 is to be taken 
from each man's envelope per month.
